l)On our vision for disciplesKiip & education... 

As you know, one of our "core values" here at Faith Community is to be a 
"Bible-centered" church. I suspect that a "life-long Lutheran," visiting our 
church for the first time, might notice the Biblical emphasis here as worshipers 
turn to their Bibles (What a concept, huh!) for the lessons and sermons. Addi- 
tionally, if you check out our church website, and click on "Small Groups" from 
our Main Menu, you'll notice over 25 opportunities for Bible Study EACH WEEK. 
If someone were to ask me the "secret" of FCLC's vitality and growth, I'd be 
very tempted to say that this Biblical emphasis is a big part of our story. 
Would you agree? After all, Simon Peter's proclamation is our proclamation as 
well; "You have the words of eternal life!" 

On our vision for worsliip... 

It's been a strong summer and our average weekly attendance continues to be over 500. Many thanks to our worship 
teams for serving so generously! Once again, it seemed to work well for each of our teams to carry over their music 
from month to month, and It also seemed to work well to have the same liturgy for both 
Sunday services--which was easier for laying out our bulletins. I'm particularly pleased with 
how well our "blended worship" is going. For example, this past Sunday, I'd be tempted to 
say that "Just as I Am" was one of the strongest songs of the morning— yet moments later 
as we ended the service with "Traveling On," some were moved to clap along with the song. 
Psalm 105:4 says; "praise Him with tambourine and dancing, praise Him with the string and 
flute, praise Him with the clash of cymbals... Let everything that has breath praise the Lord." 
Indeed, out of the corner of my eye recently I spotted a little girl "dancing" in the front row 
as we sang our closing song. What marvelous illustration of the joy of worship! 
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As Diane notes in this newsletter, a worship survey will be conning out soon as so that we can continue to serve your 
worship needs. We realize that you'll probably find some songs more meaningful than others, but hopefully each wor- 
ship service has a little something for everyone. Sometimes a song may not inspire us personally that much, but if it 
touches the heart of our neighbor, then heaven rejoices! Just as our church has been blessed with all kinds of new 
growth, so too our worship and music repertoire is growing! Interestingly, we're noticing that with the growing popular- 
ity of Christian radio (see our bulletin!), many of you are familiar with our new songs before we've even introduced 
them! 

3) On our Saturday service... 

We continue to average about 60-90 at our worship on Saturday evenings and we thank you for remembering this wor- 
ship option as best fits your schedules. We anticipate that as we grow, we may eventually need to staff the nursery, but 
in the meantime we plan to simply have the nursery open and available for any families that might have need. When 
possible, we may invite some of our youth attending on Saturdays to be ready to offer assistance in the nursery if we 
see a possible opportunity. 

4) On our stewardship. ..Can you help? Although offerings have been 96% of budget (which is GREAT for August... 
thanks be to God!), nevertheless we have an ambitious goal of trying to pay off our new education expansion by the 
end of 2007 (which is when our 3-year pledges end). Please prayerfully consider a response in proportion to how 
you've been blessed. As a church, God has shown us so many times that "Whoever sows sparingly will also reap spar- 
ingly, and whoever sows generously will also reap generously." 

5) On our worship prayers in worship... 

Thanks for your prayers! I know that there is nothing wrong with praying silently, but a special word of encouragement 
to all of you— especially our staff, council, ministry committees and Sunday School teachers— please remember to faith- 
fully lift up your ministries and concerns as a part of our worship services. It may very well be that our prayer time 
says more about us as a congregation than our music, or our preaching, or our teaching; so let's let our light shine! 

6) On family transitions... 

There are lots of change at our house this fall as Steve & Tom both start college; Tom at UNC in Greeley and Steve (liv- 
ing in Loveland) at Aims Community College. Although they'll both be pretty close, nevertheless, we'll miss their en- 
ergy and enthusiasm around the house. But as a point of perspective, I keep saying; "Saying goodbye to the twins has 
got to be easier than fighting cancer!" Indeed, it was right after Labor Day last year that we received Cindy's breast 
cancer diagnosis. Thankfully both the chemo and radiation treatments are done so that we anticipate this will be a year 
of feeling better and getting stronger. Again, we can't thank you enough for all the prayers and support! 

7) On our fall schedule... 

You'll notice that we're now observing a lunch hour so that our office hours are 8:30—12:00 and 1:00—4:30. M--F . 
Just a friendly FYI.. since I'm working a lot of evenings (and weekends... ha!) I'll often extend my "lunch time" a bit to 
exercise and run errands. Lot's of planning has been happening for our fall Sunday school and confirmation and choir 
and worship teams and Wednesday Night Live as we look forward to our FIRST FALL in our expanded education wing . 
We hope you can join us and that you'll invite your friends!

Recently, in a church newsletter, I saw a cartoon that pictured an 
attendance board in a church. On the board, the figures for the 
previous Sunday's attendance were as follows: 

SUNDAY SCHOOL 95 
WORSHIP SERVICE 145 
COFFEE HOUR 215 

Among other things, that can remind us that Sunday morning at 
church is meant to be a three- part event. Primary, of course, is 
the worship of God, the lifting of our praise together with all of the 
People of God in a particular place. Then there is the all-important 
time of fellowship over the almost-all-important cup of coffee, as 
we touch base and support each other one-to-one or in a small 
cluster. Thirdly (and listed on top. in that attendance board), it is 
very important that we consider being part of a Sunday School 
class, determined by age or interest, to probe in greater depth 
God's word and will for us. 

I am writing today especially about the third of those three Sun- 
day segments, and particularly as it applies to adults. I am very 
glad that at Faith Community we have a variety of Sunday morn- 
ing learning possibilities for adults, and I strongly encourage you 
to find one that best fits your sense of where God is calling you to 
grow at this point in your life. 

On the remainder of this page, let me tell you about the opportunity for learning that I am most familiar with - 
namely, the class that I myself plan to teach, beginning on September 10th. (By the way, as I wrote these words 
just now, I looked at my pocket schedule book to verify that date. I have exactly one entry in my book for Sun- 
day, September 10. It says: "11:00 - Denver at St. Louis." Please forget that. Or else keep this in mind: If you 
worship on Saturday night or at 8: 15, you'll have plenty of time after Sunday school to get home for the opening 
kickoff. If you go to the 11:00 service, as I of course do, then you can look forward to getting home in time for a 
second half that's twice as exciting as the first. Besides, as I recall, the only Bronco game at 11:00 all year is on 
September 10^^; all others are later in the day. 

Anyway, to get back to the subject at hand... in Sunday school this year I will be teaching a twenty-week course 
on the history of the Christian Church , seen as the leading of the Holy Spirit. I wrote this course on a sabbatical 
in 1990, and, as I have taught it elsewhere two or three times, I have discovered that there is a great deal of in- 
terest in this subject. 

This summer's experience of The Da Vinci Code further convinces me that church history is quite relevant- and 
perhaps essential- in the perennial challenge of being a Christian in any age of history. Almost every major theo- 
logical issue in Dan Brown's book is dealt with in this course. Just some samples of what will be included: the 
divinity of Christ (particularly when and how people recognized this), how the Scriptures were put together, the 
"Gnostic Gospels," the role of Constantine, and what the church was like before coffee. 

I think we'll find that this excursion through the history of Christianity will help to for- 
tify our faith, increase our understanding, and call and equip us to be better disciples 
of Jesus in our time and place. I'd be happy to see you each Sunday at 9:45 in the 
Sunrise Room, starting on the 10^^.

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What's on tap?'' 
Thoughts poured from the spout of Kristen 
Baltrum, Deaconess 

I spent a few days at Water World during the summer 
and couldn't help but notice the "beauty" that surrounded 
me as hard-body after hard-body passed me by in line after line. No doubt, there are a lot of truly 
beautiful people out there, by society's standards. There is absolutely nothing wrong with being 
beautiful on the outside. But the outside of our bodies is not the whole of who we are. As I stood in 
line I wondered how many people of those that surrounded me even considered themselves to be 
"beautiful." I wonder what standards they use to measure themselves. Then I got an inside peak 
from one of FCLC's young people, Sarah Droege. This is what she had to say for one of her college 
scholarship essays: 



Stately, she is graying from gold. She says, "Sarah, you are beautiful from the inside out. 
But Mom, no one can see what's not on the surface. 

Sometimes they only wear purple, with gaudy, day-glow necklaces. Occasionally one will eat play- 
dough or forget her teeth. Socially speaking, the fashions include clip-on earrings, Wednesday bingo, 
and garden parties. Over tea I have been immersed in tales of dancing horses and scarlet fever; volun- 
teering at the Homestead, a local adult day-care program, has granted me terrific insight. These 
women have lost friends, jobs, lovers, homes, husbands, children, and at 95 years of age some walk 
without canes. They inspire grace and compassion and living. 

I peeled the matted sweater from the floor. Its fibers had divided and spun themselves into the pulp of 
sweaty drywall and fiberglass. Cradling the mass, I lifted my boots past walls striped in delicate 
mold. This home was in Chalmette, a Parrish of New Orleans that received fifteen feet of flood water 
during hurricane Katrina. My Dad and I were fortunate enough to participate in relief efforts over 
Thanksgiving break. Our week spent in Louisiana was challenging, terrifying, and inconceivably un- 
forgettable. 

In the photograph she lies, swaddled in my arms; I am five and she is still wrinkled. My smile conveys 
absolute pride and a maturity beyond trivial excitement. It was definite that although I would be many 
things in my life, I would forever be a sister. Now, at twelve years old, Lindsay symbolizes flawless in- 
nocence and bestows unwarranted compassion. She is beautiful, strong, and I am here to protect, ad- 
vise, and support her. Currently we are conquering boys, bras, and disposable razors, and being her 
sister is my greatest achievement. 

I think I get it now. Thanks, Mom. 



It is beautiful to me when young people see themselves through the eyes of those that love them, 
and can love themselves more completely for it. It is beautiful to me when young people and not so 
young people can not only look in the mirror and see beauty, but look into the eyes of someone who 
is not like themselves and see awesome beauty in that other person.
